Charleston (S. C.), September 1st.— 
There was a terrible earthquake here last 
night at 0:50 o’clock. The principal busi­ 
ness portion of the city was destroyed, and 
hundreds of people rendered homeless: 
Men were frantic, women were beseeching 
mercy front the A lm ighty, and children 
«ere in tears. The m ain station-house. 
City H all, H ibernia H ail and m any other 
well-known public buildings, including 
St. M ichael’s Church, were irreparably 
damaged. M any people were seriously, if 
not fatally, injured. 
Broad street pre­ 
sented a spectacle of the utmost horror. 
Even women, armed with hatchets, fought 
vailiantly to rescue the im prisoned unfor­ 
tunates. 
Meeling street, from Broad to 
Hazel, is a wreck and is lined with unfor­ 
tunates. To add to the horror of the 
scene, m any fires broke out, and were in ­ 
effectually fought by the fire departm ent. 
Night is’ hideous with the groans of the 
dying and the screams of the wounded 
and the prayers of the uninjured. 
It is im ­ 
possible to estim ate the losses of persons 
or property at present. 
Up to 1 a. m. there 
had been ten distinct shocks. 
Shocks equally severe were felt at a dis­ 
tance of thirty-five miles, and have done 
inestimable damage to the railroads and 
telegraph property. Charleston is now en­ 
tirely isolated from the outside world. 
Charleston, September 1st—11 a. m.— 
An earthquake such as has never before 
been known in the history of this city, 
swept over Charleston last night, shortly 
after 10 o’clock, causing more loss and in­ 
jury to property, and far m ore loss of life, 
than the cyclone of a year ago. The city is 
wrecked, the streets áre incum bered with 
masses of fallen bricks and tangled tele- 
graidi and telephone wires, and up to an 
early hour it was alm ost impossible to pass 
from one part of the city to the other. 
Most of the people passed {he night in the 
streets, which even 
this m orning 
are 
crowded with people afraid to re-enter 
their homes. More than sixty persons were 
killed 
and 
wounded, 
chiefly 
colored. 
Among the whites 
killed and 
fatally 
wounded are M. J. Lynch, Dr. R. A lexan­ 
der H am lon and Ainsley Robeson. 
Fires 
broke out in different parts of the ciiy im ­ 
m ediately after the earthquake, and some 
are still burning, but there is no danger of 
spreading. There is no way of leaving the 
city at present. 
Charleston, September 1st.—Not to ex­ 
ceed 100 houses in the city are occupied at 
this time. 
The people are all camped in 
the open places. 
All the stores are closed, 
and a scarcity of provisions is (eared, be­ 
cause no one can be got to go to the stores 
to sell them . 
Three or four fires started in 
as m any sections with the first shock, and 
very s*on illum inated the city with llames, 
thus leading all to believe that w hat was left 
by the earthquake would be devoured by fire. 
However, the tire departm ent was so well 
divided and handled that the fires were 
under control by daylight. From 125 to 
150 of the residences and stores were 
eonsumed. 
The loss by fire and earth­ 
quake cannot be accurately estimated, but 
it can safely be placed at $500,000. As far 
as could be ascertained during the night 
fifteen to twenty were killed and a much 
greater num ber wounded in all sorts of 
ways. The loss of hum an life will be 
large, and it will take a day to get the 
accurate num ber. 
Charleston, September 1st.—H ardly a 
house in the city escaped injury, and m any 
were so shaken and cracked that a bard blmv 
would bring them to the ground. The 
shock was severe at Sum m erville, Mt. 
Pleasant and Sullivan’s Island. Fissures 
in some parts arc noticed, from which fine 
sand, apparently from a great depth ex­ 
udes. 
A sulphurous smell is very notice­ 
able. The city is wrapped in gloom, and 
business is entirely suspended. 
People 
generally remain in the streets in tents and 
under improvised shelters, and will camp 
out to-night, fearing another shock. 
MORE SHOCKS—A DEPLORA BLE STATE 01 AF­ 
FAIRS. 
Charleston, September 1st.—Two light 
shocks of earthquake have been felt since 
the first, a t 8:25 this m orning and one at 
about 1:30 r. M., neither doing any further 
destruction. 
Not even during 
General 
Gilm an’s bom bardm ent of the city has 
there ever been su c h a deplorable state of 
affairs here. The city is literally in ruins, 
and the people are living in the open 
squares and public parks. 
There is a 
great rush to the railroad depots to get 
away, but owing to the earthquakes no 
trains have been able to be dispatched 
from the city. Telegraphic communiea- 
tion is also cut off, save one wire of the 
Southern Telegraph Company, which is 
crowded with anxious private messages. 
It is impossible to depict the ruin and 
desolation that prevails 
here. 
Not a 
single place of business in the city is 
open save a drug store, which is busy 
preparing prescriptions for the wounded. 
It is impossible, also, to give any correct 
estim ate of the killed and wounded, as 
bodies arc constantly being disinterred 
from the debris of the wrecked houses. 
One undertaker who was interviewed stated 
that he liad furnished eight coffins up to 
noon to-day. 
M any of the dead are lying 
unburied, these being of the poorer classes 
of colored people, who await burial by the 
county. There are not half a dozen tents 
in the city, and women and children are 
experiencing great privations in 
conse­ 
quence. As night approaches, most heads 
of families are trying to construct tents out 
of bed sheets, spare awnings and other m a­ 
terial that comes to their hands. The sun 
is about to set upon w hat is feared may be 
another night of horror. 
W ithout any 
other violent shock of earthquake, it is 
calculated that at least three-fourths of the 
city will have to be rebuilt entirely, if the 
houses are to be inhabited. 
SHOCKS AT OTHER POINTS. 
Savannah, Septem ber 
1st—1 a. m.— 
Three distinct shocks have been felt here 
since m idnight. The last occurred at 3:40 
a. m. All the shocks were short and not 
violent. The people are still greatly ex­ 
cited and sitting out in the streets and 
squares, or crowding around the telegraph 
and newspaper offices. The general im ­ 
pression is that Charleston has suffered se­ 
riously. 
It is supposed that the cable u n ­ 
der the Ashley river is broken. A t Tybee 
Island, at the m onth of the Savannah river, 
the lenses in the light-house were destroyed. 
People on the island telephoned to the ciiy 
th at they are in a state of terror. There is 
no com m unication with the m ainland until 
daylight, and all the inhabitants are assem­ 
bled on the highlands. Their chief cause 
of fear is from a tidal wave, the island hav­ 
ing been swept in August, 1881. 
Savaskah, September 1st.—Efforts to 


reach Charleston have been made from all 
points, and have failed. 
At Tybee the 
shock was more severely felt than in the 
city. 
People on the island rnshed from 
their houses to the beach. The oscillation 
lasted for several minutes.* Lantern lenses 
in the light-liouse were broken and the 
m achinery of the lam p disarranged. The 
keeper hurried tip the tower, and as soon 
as possible arranged a tem porary light, 
which will have to answer until the light­ 
house supply ship reaches here. 
People 
on the b each 'ran hither and thither, not 
knowing where to go, anil fearing that 
every m om ent the tidal wave would sweep 
over them . The water was agitated and 
waves rose high on the beach. 
Houses on 
the beach swayed to ami fro, and shook as 
if they would fall to pieces. 
A telephone 
message to the Nens from Tybee Island at 
I o'clock this m orning stated th at the peo­ 
ple were still gathered on the beach. 
S avannah, September 1st—Xoon.—A re­ 
lief train has been dispatched to Charleston 
from this city. 
Columbia (S. C.J, September 1st.—Sum ­ 
merville, twenty-two miles from Charles­ 
ton, was nearly destroyed by the earth­ 
quake last night. 
A passenger train front 
this place to Charleston was throw n from 
the track near Sum m erville last night and 
the engineer and fireman were killed. The 
passengers on the wrecked train and those 
of this m orning's train, including the tele­ 
graph company's linem an, have not yet 
reached Charleston. 
R avenkls (S. C.), September 1st.—The 
railroad is under water in some places be­ 
tween here and Charleston, 25 miles north 
of here, and the earth has caved in in sev­ 
eral places. 
L angley (S. C\), September 1st.—The 
shock hurt the m ill dams here, and some 
thousand feet of railroad track were de­ 
stroyed. 
No trains are running. 
The 
W estern Union has started hand-cars from 
Sum m erville to restore communication. 
Great damage is reported at Summerville. 
The railroad is badly broken on both sides 
of Branchville. 
Columbia (S. 0.), September 1st.—At 
9:48 last night this city was visited by a 
terrible earthquake. The first ttvo shocks 
were fearful. 
Buildings swayed from side 
to side, and the earth rose and fell like the 
waves of the ocean. 
People rushed m adly 
from their houses into the streets. 
Some 
sprang from windows and were injured. 
The experience of those in the buildings at 
the titile of the first shock was that of 
being rocked in a ship. M any of the most 
substantial buildings were shaken to their 
foundations, and the walls cracked and 
sprung. 
Five m inutes after the first shock 
the second came, and ten m inutes late ra 
third. Oilier shocks follow’ed until 1:05 
a. M., when the eighth shock was felt, and 
this one lasted for a m inute and a half. At 
4 o’clock this m orning the ninth came, and 
at 9:30 and 10:20 a. m. the city was again 
made to tremble. Very little sleep was had 
by any of the inhabitants of Columbia. 
The negroes thought the end of the world 
had come, and they held prayer meetings 
on the street corners. 
A ugusta (Ga.). September 1st.—Two dis­ 
tinct shocks of earthquake were felt this 
m orning at 7:59 and 9:20, city tim e. 
The 
excitem ent has som ewhat subsided. 
A 
num ber of houses have been reported to 
the Fire W ardens as in danger, and front 
all parts of the city and the surrounding 
neighborhood come reports of small dam ­ 
age by the shock, such as the falling of 
chimneys, the parting of walls and sm ash­ 
ing of crockery. 
A ugusta (Ga.), September 1st.—J. H. 
Averill, of the South Carolina Railroad, 
telegraphs from Sum m erville that m any 
persons have been killed and hundreds are 
homeless. 
The w hole business portion of 
the city is totally wrecked. 
J acksonville (Fla.), September 1st.— 
The earthquake shock last night was quite 
severe, and felt as far south as Bartow. 
It 
commenced at 9:27, and lasted about thirty 
seconds. 
N ew York, September 1st.—A dispatch 
says that at 5:15 p. m. to-day another earth­ 
quake shock was felt at Charleston, S. C., 
Augusta, Ga.. and Columbia, S. C. A t A u­ 
gusta the vibrations were noticeable for 
about two m inutes. 
W in. P. Clyde <fe Co. 
have received the following dispatch from 
Charleston : “ Disastrous earthquake here 
last night. O ar steamers, the Delaware and 
Virginia, and their wharves, escaped any 
injury.” 
' 
A ugusta 
(Ga.). 
September 
1st. — At 
Langley,on the South Carmina Railway, fif­ 
teen miles from here, and 125 i dies from 
Charleston, the earthquake destroyed a 
mill dam, and the water washed awav the 
roadbed. 
A train dashed into the flood, 
and theer.gineerand fireman were drowned. 
The engine in now forty feet under water. 
Augusta (Ga.), Septem ber 1st.—Last night 
was a night of terror in Beaufort, S. C. 
Seventeen shocks of earthquake during the 
night. At 9:50 last night the town was 
throw n into a state of terrorand excitement 
by a general shaking of houses. Tops of 
chintnevs were shaken off, clocks stopped, 
m irrors and pictures were torn 
from 
their fastenings, and things were shaken 
up generally. 
This 
was 
followed by 
other 
shocks, 
at 
regular intervals of 
five m inutes, till eleven shocks had oc­ 
curred, when all was quiet until 11 o'clock, 
lour more slight shocks followed each 
other in quick succession. 
A t 4:40 o’cleck 
this morning, another severe shock oc­ 
curred. 
Everybody rushed into the streets 
at the first shock, and there remained all 
night. The negro church bells were tolled, 
and thousands of colored people congre­ 
gated there and rem ained ’ in prayer' all 
night. 
W ashington, September 1st.—Five more 
earthquake shocks were fell here to-dav. 
one at 8:21 A. m., and the others at 5:15 e. it. 
They were slight. 
W ilmington (X. C.), September 1st.—A 
meeting of citizens was held here to-night, 
and a Committee of Relief appointed to 
go to Charleston w ith men and means to 
aid the earthquake sufferers. 


GRAPHIC ACCOUNT OF THE EVENTS AS SEEN 
AT CHARLESTON. 


C h a r l e s t o n , September 1st.—The com­ 
positors of the News and Courier declined 
to work to-night, expecting fresh shocks of 
earthquake, and the paper, therefore, can 
not be issued to-morrow. 
The following 
article was prepared for publication iu the 
Xews and Courier, and is telegraphed alm ost 
in the writer’s own words : Necessarily the 
description that can be given of the disas­ 
ter which has befallen our city consists iu 
the narration of the experiences and ob­ 
servances of individuals, and the subject 
being the same, and the experiences of all 
nearly alike, the story told by one careful 
observer m ay well stand for a hundred 
others, with slight variations. 
Probably 
the best idea that can be had of the charac­ 
ter of the disturbance, therefore, m ay be 
obtained from a narration of the events 
and scenes on W ednesday 
night 
as 
they 
were 
presented 
to 
a 
sin­ 
gle 
person 
while 
engaged 
in 
his 
usual duties in a second-story room of the 
ATewj and Courier office. 
At the tim cof the 
first shock, the writer’s 
attention was 
vaguely attracted by a sound which seemed 
to come front the office below, and which 
was supposed for a m om ent to be caused 
by the rapid rolling of a heavy body, as an 
iron safe or heavy-laden truck over the 
floor. Accompanying the sound there was 
a perceptible trem or of the building, not 
more marked, however, than would be 
caused by the passage of a street car or a 
dray along the street. 
For perhaps two or 
three seconds the occurrence excited no 
surprise or comment. Then, by swift de­ 
grees, or perhaps all at once, it is difficult 
to say which, the sound deepened in vol­ 
um e and the trem or became more decided. 
The ear caught the rattle of window- 
sashes, gas-fixtures and other loose objects. 
The men in the office, with perhaps a sim ­ 
ultaneous flash of the recollections of 
the disturbance of Friday before, glanced 
hurriedly at each other and sprang to their 
feet, with startled questions and answers, 
“ W hat is th at?” 
” An earthquake !” and 
then all was bewilderment and confusion. 
Then the long roll deepened and spread 
into a roar, that seemed to pervadfe at once 
tne troubled earth and still air above and 
around. The trem or was now a rude, rapid 
quiver, that agitated the whole lofty, strong- 
walled building as though it were being 
shaken by the hand of an imm easurable 
power, w ith intent to tear its joints asunder 
and scatter its stones and bricks abroad, as 
a tree casts it over-ripened fruit before the 
breath of the gale. There was no interm is­ 
sion in the vibration of the m ighty subter­ 
ranean engine. 
None expected to escape. A sudden rush 
was sim ultaneously made to endeavor to 
attain the open air and flee to a place of 
safety, but before the door was reached all 
reeled together to the tottering wall and 


stopped, feeling that hope was vain ; th at it 
was only a question of death w ithin the 
building or w ithout; to be buried by the 
sinking roof or crushed by the toppling 
walls. 
The uproar died away in seeming 
distinct; the earth was still, and, oh I the 
ble-sed relief of that stillness! 
Fat. how 
rudely the silence was broken. 
As we 
dashed down the stairw ay and out into the 
street, already on every side arose the 
shrieks, and cries of pain and fear. The 
prayers and waiiings of terrified women 
and children commingled with the hoarse 
shouts of excited m en. 
Out in the street 
the air was filled to the bight of houses 
w ith a w hitish cloud o f dry, stifling dust, 
from the lim e and m ortar and shattered 
m asonry, which, falling upon the pavem ent 
and stone roadway, had been reduced to 
powder. Thiough this cloud, dense a3 fog, 
the gaslights flickered dimly, shedding biit 
little light, so that you stum bled at every 
step over piles of brick or became entan­ 
gled in lines of telegraph wires ihat de­ 
pended in every direction from their broken 
supports. On every side were hurrying 
forms of men and women, bareheaded, 
partially dressed, som e alm ost nude, and 
m any of whom were crazed w ith fear or 
excitem ent. 
Here a woman is supported; 
half fainting, in the arm s of her husband, 
who vainly tries to soothe her while he 
carries her into an open space at the sireet 
corner, where present safety seems assured. 
There a woman lies on the pavement, with 
upturned face and outstretched limbs, and 
crowds 
pass her by for a tim e, not 
pausing to see if she 
be 
alive 
or 
dead. 
A 
sudden 
light 
flashes 
through 
a 
window 
overlooking 
the 
street. 
It becomes m om entarily brighter, 
and the cry of fire resounds from the m ulti­ 
tude. A rush is made towards the spot. 
A m an is seen doubled up and helpless 
against the walls, but a t this moment, 
somewhere out at sea, or overhead, or deep 
in the ground, is heard again a low om i­ 
nous roll, which is already too well known 
to be m istaken. It grows louder and nearer, 
like the growl of a wild beast swiftly ap­ 
proaching his prey, ami is forgotten again 
in the frenzied rush for open space, where 
alone there is hope of security, faint though 
it be. The tall buildings on either hand 
blot out the skies and stars, and seem to 
overhang every foot of ground between 
them . T heir shattered cornices and cop­ 
ings, and the tops of their frowning walls, 
seem 
piled 
from 
both 
sides 
to 
the center of the street. 
It seems that 
a touch 
would now send the shattered 
masses left standing down upon the people 
below, who look to them , and shrink to­ 
gether as a tremor of the earthquake again 
passes under them and the m ysterious re­ 
verberations swell and roll along like some 
infernal drum beat, sum m oning them to 
d ie ; and it países away, and again is ex 
perienced the blessed feeling of deliverance 
from im pending calam ity, which it may 
well be believed evokes a m ute but earnest 
ottering of mingled prayer and thanks from 
every heart in the throng. Again, far along 
the street, and up from the alleyways that 
lead into it from either side, is heard that 
chorus of wailing and lam entation, which, 
though it had not eeased, «-as scarcely no­ 
ticed a m om ent before. It is a dread­ 
ful sound, a sound of 
hapless, 
hor­ 
ror - stricken 
hum anity, 
old 
and 
young, 
strong 
and 
feeble 
alike 
where 
all 
are 
so 
fee le, 
calling 
for 
help 
from 
their 
feiiow-creatures. 
and raising their anguished voices in peti­ 
tion to heaven for mercy, 
it is not a scene 
to be described by any mortal tongue. The 
first shock occurred seven m inutes to. Iu. 
The second shock was felt eight m inutes 
later. As it passed away the w riter started 
hom eward, to find the scenes enacted on 
Broad street, around the Neu a and Courier 
office, repeated 
at every 
step of 
the 
way. St. Michael’s steeple towered high 
and w hite above the gloom, seemingly u n ­ 
injured. 
The station-house, a massive 
b rick ; building 
across 
the street, had 
apparently lost 
its 
roof, which 
had 
fallen 
around lit. 
A 
little 
further 
on the 
roof 
of the portico 
of 
the 
Hibernian H ail, a handsom e building on 
the Grecian style, had been razed to the 
ground, carrying down part of the massive 
granite pillars w ith it. 
All the way up 
Meeting street, which in respect to gen­ 
eral direction and importance may be called 
the Broadway of Charleston, the roadway 
was piled with debris. 
In passing the 
Charleston Hotel, which occupies the po­ 
sition of Stewart's uptown store in New 
York, the third shock was felt, about ten 
m inutes after the second, and ol course 
there was the greatest alarm in that neigh­ 
borhood, as elsewhere. At Marion Square, 
corresponding exactly w ith Union Square 
in New York, a great crowd had collected. 
From this crowd of men. women and 
children of both races arose an incessant 
call of outcries and lam ent, while over the 
m ostly half-dressed throng was shed the 
lurid iight of the conflagration which had 
broken out beyond the square im m ediately 
alter the first shock. 
In others quarters of thetow n, at thesam e 
tim e, sim ilar fires were observed, and the 
awful significance of the earthquake m ay 
be most fully appreciated, perhaps, when 
it is said th at with its trem endous tires 
blazing up ail at once around, and threaten­ 
ing their property with total destruction, 
the people whom you m et on streets, or 
any gathering in groups in all places, evi­ 
dently did not give them thought, for all 
were too intent on listening w ith strained 
senses for the decided occurrences of that 
terrible growler, groan of power under the 
sea and under the land, to give a thought 
to the new terror. Crowds poured in from 
every direction to the square, as though it 
had been indeed a charm ed circle, and life 
depended on passing w ithin the grassy 
bounds. 
The colored people everywhere were loud 
and impressing in their declamations of 
alarm, in the singing of hym ns and fervent 
appeals for God’s mercy. 
Danger brings 
all of us to the level of the lowliest. 
There 
were no distinction of place, or p-w er, or 
creed, or caste, in lhe assemblagt.s that 
were gathered together in Charleston Tues­ 
day night. 
It was a curious spectacle to 
look back upon. 
There were m any in­ 
stances of unselfish devotion, and kind and 
loving regard between master and servant, 
mistress and maid, in the presence of com­ 
mon ill, show ing how 9trong is the tie that 
binds our white and our black people to­ 
gether. 
Arrived at m y home I found the same 
scenes of distraction which m arked nearly 
every home. All the houses in the neigh­ 
borhood had suffered seriously, and streets, 
yards and gardens w ere til let! w ith fallen 
chim neys and fragments of walls, while 
walls left standing were rent asunder, in 
m any cases, from top to bottom. 
W omen 
and children, roused fr.nn sleep or inter­ 
rupted in their evening pursuits by the 
shock, rushed out into the streets and hud­ 
dled together, awaiting 
the 
end. 
In ­ 
valids 
were 
brought 
out 
on 
m at­ 
tresses and deposiicd on the roadway. 
Until long after m idnight the streets were 
filled with fugitives. Through the long 
hours of night few were the eyes, even of 
childhood, that closed in sleep. Never in 
any city did the first gray shades of dawn 
appear so beautiful as they appeared to 
thousands of people who hailed them from 
the m idst of the countless wrecked homes. 
W omen and children are still running 
about in the open air, terribly agitated. 
There are three or four steam ers in port, 
and many of the inhabitants are provided 
w ith berths on these boats. 
The situation, 
however, is becoming horrible. 
Cut off 
from comm unication with the rest of the 
world, alllicted and haunted with the pros­ 
pect of imm ediate death—that is about the 
condition of the com m unity. 
No trains 
have departed or arrived here in twenty- 
four hours. 


Charleston, Hcptcmber 1st—11:50 p. m. 
—Another shock has just occurred rather 
more severe than any since last night at 
9:55 o’clock, knocking down several houses. 


NOTES ALONG THE LINE.

The first shock occurred at 9:53:20. The

THE GREAT EARTHQUAKE. 


In the presence of so great a disaster as 
has befallen the jteople of South Carolina 
it is impossible immediately to speak 
collectedly or with Composure. A series 
of earthquake shocks has been experienced 
over an era compassing three-fourths of 
the territory of the United States. The 
center of disturbance appears to have been 
at and in the vicinity of Charleston, S. C. 
The exterior bounds of its influence 
have been a line down the Mississippi to 
the south line of Tennessee for the south­ 
west Itoundary ; the Missouri for the north­ 
west ; a line from the southern point of 
Lake Michigan a little north of east to 
the Hudson somewhat above New York 
for the northen lim it; the Atlantic coast 
for the east line ; the north line of Florida 
for the south, and thence a line to the 
south line of Tennessee where it touches 
the 
Mississippi. 
The 
wave 
move­ 
ment 
of 
the 
earthquake 
appears 
to have been northerly and southerly. 
The 
terrible 
destruction of life and 
property at Charleston, .Summerville, anil 
points in that vicinity, is detailed in our 
dispatches. That the people of the United 
States will IIy to the aid of the sutlers is a 
matter of course. 
We can only hope now, 
that in the excitement and horror of the 
great terror, the extent of the loss of life 
and damage to property lias been much 
exaggerated. 
When we are told that the 
shocks lasted in some places for three 
minutes, we in California, who have felt 
only two or three seconds of shock, are 
much inclined to think that there was mis- 
measureineut of time in the midst of the 
honors of the disaster. It is a monstrous 
ill, and awakens every humane sympathetic 
and pitying sentiment of the human heart. 
Our Southern brethren are in dire distress 
and deepest woe. Fair cities have received 
injury from which it is not possible 
for them to recover in many years. The 
only hope of a more speedy rally is in the 
fact that the earthquake was spread over 
such a “wide extent of country, that no 
one place will he felt to Ik - much safer 
than another, and thus an exodus he 
checked 
which 
else might 
prostrate 
Charleston for a decade. 


THE BULGARIAN DISPUTE.

B u c h a r e s t , September 1st.—The Russian 
Colonel. Kiscakotf, has been arrested at 
Lompalanka. and

Karaveloff La* fled from Sofia. 
L ondon, September 1st.—Advices from 
Sofia says that Karaveloff and Metropoli­ 
tan Clement have lied from that city. 
Karavcloff's action during the revolution 
was suspicious. He allowed Alexander's 
partisans to be arrested by Zankott and to 
remain in prison, and failed to disarm 
all the soldiers implicated in the con­ 
spiracy. 
S o fia. September 1st.—Colonel Mutkuroff 
and bis troops arrived here to-day and re­ 
ceived an enthusiastic welcome. The city 
is calm. I’reparations are being made for 
a joyful welcome to Alexander. Arrests of 
the plotters continue. A Court-martial is 
being formed and will deal with the con­ 
spirators as early as possible. The Ministiy 
continues to sit at Tirnova. The King of 
Roumania has written to Alexander, con­ 
gratulating him upon his return. 
L ondon, September 1st.—The Standard's 
Berlin correspondent says, that in conver­ 
sation yesterday Bismarck said : 
“ I fully 
believe in f*ace.” 
S o fia, September 1st.—Prince Alexander 
lias arrived at Elena, between Tirnova and 
Sofia. His journey to Elena was marked 
by a series of popular ovations, similar to 
those reported yesterday. 
New York, September 1st.—A London 
special to the Herald, says: The -'ock- 
market riggers and sensational provincial 
correspondents have been circulating the 
news that the greatest war of modern times 
is imminent, because it is the intention of 
Germany to allow Austria and Hungary, 
with Turkey, to intervene in the Bulgarian 
troubles and fight Russia. A gre it war 
may be imminent, but the intention im­ 
puted above to Germany and Austria is 
contradicted in every dispatch. The latest 
information front Belgrade leaves no doubt 
as to King Milan's desire to effect a prompt 
and complete reconciliation between Servia 
and Bulgaria. This is to be done immedi­ 
ately, so that within a lew weeks all trace 
of hostility between the two countries will 
disappear. Milan's conduct will be ap­ 
proved of in Vienna. where tranquillity in 
the Balkan Peninsula is earnestly desired. 
S o fia , September 1st.—Zankoff, the Rus­ 
sian Avho was the leading spirit in the re­ 
cent revolution, has been arrested and 
placed under a strong guard, the members 
of which have been ordered to keep bint 
under constant surveillance, as it is feared 
be may commit suicide. 
Tlte revolution­ 
ary troops retreated to the bights of Sofia 
which they occupied. The loyalist troops 
surrounded them, compelled them to sur­ 
render, and then disarmed them, placing 
the officers under arrest.

San F rancisco, September 1, 1S80. 
I mentioned in yesterday’s recital of the 
scenes in and about tbe Democratic State 
Convention, that tbe contesting delegations 
from 
Sacramento 
scattered 
broadcast 
through the Convention hall printed ap­ 
peals to the delegates. Since the second 
gre§t opening fight of the Convention was 
over the admission ol the Sacramento dele­ 
gates, tor the information of readers of the 
Reoord-Ukion pretty nearly lull 
tran­ 
scripts of these rival circulars I include in 
this report. 


BOTH SIDES OF T H E CASE. 
Each circular recounted the proceed­ 
ings of committee meetings prior to 
and including the one at which the “ big 
ten ” named delegates to the State Conven­ 
tion and from which the ’" little six 1 
bolted, and " set up housekeeping” for 
themselves. 
Both circulars set tortli a 
declaration of principles, basing 
their 
action thereon, which they claimed were 
those of the purest Democracy and those 
advocated by such Democrats as Jefferson 
and Jackson. 
The "big ten ’ in their 
statement say: 
On the 21st of August the committee again 
met. being fully repiesentcd by sixteen mem­ 
bers—the entire committee. The committeemen 
from the country there represented that they 
had since the last meeting consulted with their 
constituents and they were opposed to two Con­ 
ventions ; that they v.ere busy now, and that 
they would have ample leisure in September to 
attend the County Convention for nomination of 
county officers, and advised their committemen 
to elect delegates direct to the State convention. 
That that was the wish of a majority of the 
prominent Democrats there was no doubt from 
a general interchange of opinions unoii the 
subject. 
The committee, acting under the call of the 
Democratic state c entral Committee authoriz­ 
ing County Committees to appoint delegates, by 
a vote of 10 to ti resolved to elect the delegates 
to the State Convention, and did so, selecting 
fourteen oi the representative Democrats of the 
county. 
After the committee adjourned, the sLx mem­ 
bers who voted against the proposition pro­ 
ceeded, on their own hook, to call a County 
Convention, not only tor the purpose'of select­ 
ing delegates to the State Convention, hut for 
nominating a county ticket and selecting a Cen­ 
tral Committee. 
These six. on the 22d of August, called a 
primary for the 21th of August, and held this 
Convention the next day. And on Thursday, 
the 2tUh, their leading spirits departed for ban 
Francisco to loboy for their delegates. 
If they were actuated in a spirit of fairness, 
why this indecent liasteV It they were moved 
from exalted and patriotic motives, why not 
have given the people in the country & chance 
to consider w hether they warned to act with 
them or n o t." Why not have held their pri­ 
mary two or three days later than this Conven­ 
tion*.’ They had a full week toact in. The rea­ 
son is apparent that the clique who backs the 
minority, and who directs their actions, were 
afraid to trust their cause to even a primary, for 
which they boast so much love and devotion. 
They were afraid they might not he able to se­ 
cure w hat they wished, ami which they could 
not accomplish in the County Committee, and. 
above all, that they would lose three days’ 
valuable time in San Francisco to get in their 
work. 
The result was that in their primary there 
were not 250 votes polled in the entire county ; 
that three-fourths of the county was not repre­ 
sented in their so-called Convention, and a large 
*- umber of gentlemen who were chosen dele­ 
gates in the city refused to attend ; and while 
their call provided for 15G delegates, far below 
one-halt of that number were in attendance. 
The gentlemen who were selected by the com­ 
mittee are in the interest of uo candidate or set 
of candidates, nor are they wedded to any 
measure, hut were appointed solely with the 
view that they miglit best represent the inter­ 
ests of the Democracy in your assembly. 
The "little six" presented a long brief, 
“ ringing in all the tunes ’’ in Democratic 
decisions from the earliest days down to 
and including those ol the Stockton Con­ 
vention. They said in the document: 
The Convention that elected the County Cen­ 
tral Committee, in Sacramento City August 30, 
1881, upon the mot.on of Dr. \V. .8. Manlove, 
passed a resolution instructing and directing 
the County Central Committee then elected to 
cull 
primary elections, under the primary 
election laws of this State, for the election of 
delegates to an < ’.inventions, said resolution is 
in language as follows : 
" R t-o in t, That the County Central Commit­ 
tee elected by this Convention is instructed and 
directed thet whenever it calls a County Con­ 
vention for any purpo;c.it must apport ion the 
representation to such Convention by giving to 
each precinct a number of delegates in pro- 
porcion to the vote cast in such precinct for the 
Democratic nominee for President, and that 
6aid delegates shall he elected by primaries, to 
he conducted in strict accordance with the law 
of this State providing lor primary elections.’’ 
Said resolution was directed to he, and was. 
upon the motion of Matt F. Johnson, spread at 
large upon the minutes of the lirst meeting of 
said Central Committee, anil immediately upon 
¡is organization, and now remains uikjii the 
miuu is ol said Central Committee. 
After stating the fact of the filling of a va­ 
cancy caused by death, and another caused 
by resignation, the document reads : 
The committee then called a County Conven­ 
tion to nominate a county ticket, etc., for Sep­ 
tember 28, lKMi, and adjourned to meet August 
21, 18.-1",. 
August 21, If*;, the committee met, all the 
memliers present. 
The Chairman, I)r. \v. s. Matilove. stated 
that the object was to select fourteen delegates 
to the State Convention to represent Sacramento 
counij. 
Mr. Touhoy moved that delegates to a County 
Convention {o select del tgutea to the Stale Con­ 
vention be chosen by primaries. 
It was decided as tollows : Ayes—Thompson, 
Beveridge, Meyers, Touhey, Black, l’ayue—6. 
Noes — McLaughlin, Johnson, Nash, Uoonev, 
Knott. Manlove, Bates, Binder, Boss, Short—10. 
Mr. Short moved that the committee proceed 
to elect il legates to the State Convention direct. 
On roll cad, it passed as tollows : Ayes—Mc­ 
Laughlin, Johnson, Nash, Rooney, Knott, Mau- 
love. Bates, Broiler, Boss, Short—10. Noes— 
Thompson, Beveridge, Meyers, Touhey, Black, 
I’ayue—6. 
Fourteen delegates were then named by the 
the ten mentis r- of the affirmative on the last 
above-named motion, against the earnest protest 
of the six remaining members of the committee. 
In the discussion of thequestion as to appotnt- 
] ing delegates to the -State Convention, the mi­ 
nority members of ttie committee called the 
attention of the majority to that plank in the 
phitihrtn of the Stockton Convention that reads 
as follows : " That we condemn the practice of 
election by County Central Committees of dele­ 
gates to conventions as contrary to the princi­ 
ples of Democracy.” 
We further called the attention and consider­ 
ation of a majority of the committee to the res­ 
olution and instruction of the County Conven­ 
tion convened at Sacramento, August 30,1884, in­ 
structing and directing this committee to call 
prim tries lor ad Conventions; to the fact that 
the present Chairman of this Central Committee 
w as the author of that resolution; to the fact 
that Mr. Johnson, now actively opposiugit, was 
commissioned and did present that resolution to 
this contrahice immediately upon its organiza­ 
tion, and nad the same sp.cad at large upon the 
minutes of this committee, where it how to-day 
confronts us ami admoui-hes us of our trust in 
this matter. That the action taken is au tisnr- 
patiou of power, ilcuj ing a ¡right reserved by 
express resolution to the pcovle. That the peo­ 
ple eoutemplaiiug this action in convention as­ 
sembled. inhibited us from exercising this pow­ 
er, anil bound us by not only moral obligations, 
hut express contract, that we should no: deprive 
them of this right, in addition to the protest 
and absolute iiucouditioual refusal of the six 
committeemen voting in the negative on said 
motion to have any participation in selecting 
said delegates to the S ate Convention, F. G. 
Blessing, a member of the State Central Com­ 
mittee. appeared before the Committee and earn­ 
estly protested against this act in this matter, 
and called their at culion to the platturm of the 
Stockton Convention bearing on this subject, 
and further called their attention to the resolu­ 
tion adopted by the County Convention assem­ 
bled in sacramento, August 30,1884, and whoso 
creature they are, and protested most earnestly 
against the election of dc-lcgatcs to the State 
Convention by <he committee 
ibac it was uu- 
dem oc;a’ic and wrong in princip e, independent 
ol the express instructions of tlieir creator and 
the law of the party, as made by the people as­ 
sembled in convention. That he hoped for the 
sake ot harmony, lor the maintenance of party 
law, and in recognition of the right of the rank 
and file of the party to have a voice in its pro­ 
ceedings and council, that the committee would 
not defy its Instructions, and engender and per­ 
haps necessitate dissension, and force the peo­ 
ple to rebuke them. 
These, with other earnest appeals and protests 
against their proceedings, were ot uo avail, and 
delegates were appointed by the ten, as already 
stated. 
We remained in session after the adjournment 
of the committee: elected a Chairman and pro­ 
ceeded to consider the situation, ana by our ad­ 
vice and support our Secretary, David F. Bever­ 
idge, refused to become a party to the proceed­ 
ings of the ten. and declined to sign the result 
of their actions, as we believe he not only bad 
the right to do, but was in honor bound to do, 
under the resolutions recited and the instruc­ 
tions of those whose creature he was, the people. 
It will be remembered that these proceedings 
were had on August 21, IS-), at a tim e but teu 
days prior to the convening of the State Conven­ 
tion. when,evidently, in the mind of the major­ 
ity. it was too late to call primaries. 
However, anxious to do ail in our power to 
carry out our trust, we determined to call a pri­ 
mary election and call a Convention, and then 
proceeded to do so. We issued a proclamation 
to the jieoplo; exiling for a County Convention 
to assemble in Sacramento city. Wednesday, 
August 25,1SS6, at 1 o’clock p. m., and called pri­ 
mary elections under the election laws of the 
State of California, to elect delegates to the 
County Convention. 
Thai we used every available means and pre­ 
caution in disseminating the call through the 
country. 
That we were moved by no personal ends, 
and no other motive than the laitnful discharge 
of our trusts to the Democracy of Sacramento 
county and the State at large. 
We submit w hether we should be condemned 
for performing our duty and observing our in­ 
structions, or whether the Democracy of the 


State in Convention assembled will encourage j 
others and their own agents to follow the dirte- 
tious of their creator.

The primaries called were regularly held, the 
Convention assembled as called, on Wednesday, 
August 25, 1886. at Sacramento city, California, 
duly organized, elected delegates to the State 
Convention to be held in SRn Francisco, Tues­ 
day. August 31. lssii, and elected a County Cen­ 
tral Committee, as they were authorized to do 
within the call, and then adjourned to Septem­ 
ber 21.1886, to perform their further duties. 
The Central committee elected by tne County 
Convention duly organized at once, and we 
now recognize litem as the head and ruling 
body of the Democracy of this county in our 
place and stead. 
We feel it our duty, that the State Convention 
may be fully advised as to the true situation in 
this county, to certify to the facts herein con­ 
tained, and that your honorable body may not 
do us an injustice, anil may judge of how w e 
have performed our duty. 
We feel eoniidcut 
that we are right, that right wrongs no one, 
and that we are not only justified, but that w e 
are compelled to take the course we did or for­ 
feit the esteem and respect of our constituency, 
and v.e take pleasure in announcing that the 
people fcave vindicated us in Convention as­ 
sembled, and trust you may do likewise. 


t o - d a y ' s p r o c e e d i n g s . 
The interest of to-day centered in the 
admission of one or the other of the Sacra­ 
mento delegations and the rejection of its 
rival. At an earlv hour it became evident 
that the “ elected” delegates did not pro­ 
pose to give up the battle because of the 
adverse attitude of the Committee on Cre­ 
dentials, and before the hour of meeting it 
was clear that the majority of the Conven­ 
tion was thinking their wny. So evident 
was their progress that the •' appointed” 
delegates offered to compromise and con­ 
sent that both factions be admitted each to 
east half the vote. This was

they accordingly rejected the proposition 
promptly and with indignation. Accord­ 
ingly when the Convention was called to 
order at 10:30—Hie hall being crowded as 
usual—there were only smiling counten­ 
ances to be seen among the “ elected" dele­ 
gates. 
Chairman White ordered the floor cleared 
of al! not delegates. 
The report of the Committee on Creden­ 
tials was lirst in order. 
Mr. Coucher, of the Committee on Cre­ 
dentials, reported a majority and minority 
report. 
The Secretary read the majority report. 
The reading showed a large number of 
proxies. The majority report seated the 
fourteen Sacramento delegates appointed 
by tlie Central Committee. A motion was 
made to dispense with the reading of the 
report after it had proceeded a while, but 
on suggestion of Chairman White that the 
names should all be read once, the reading 
was continued to a conclusion. 
At this time there was a good deal of 
ntfise in the lobbies, owing to the “ button­ 
hole” business being so actively carried on, 
and the Chair declared that he would have 
order, and he got it. 
Goucher read the minority report favor­ 
ing the admission of the “ elected” del­ 
egates. 
The report held that the County Central 
Committee, which had appointed the Sac­ 
ramento delegation reponed to be seated 
by the majority of the Committee on Cre­ 
dentials. was not in accordance with the 
spirit of the instructions of the party 
through its authorized Conventions, county 
and S.ale. 
McEIrath, of Alameda, moved that both 
delegations be seated, each to have half of 
the vote. [Cries of “ N o!" “ No!”] And it 
got no second. 
II. H. Lowenthal, of San Francisco, 
moved the adoption of the minority re­ 
port. 
Ostrom, of Yuba, moved that the major­ 
ity report be adopted. 
A Nevada delegate announced himself as 
having been unalterably opposed to the 
figures 8 to 7 ever since the eventful year of 
1876. [Roars of laughter.] 
The Chair suggested that the figures were 
really suggestive of disagreeable memories. 
[More laughter.] 


“ SIG N IFICA N T FIG U R ES.” 
Mitchell of San Francisco said llie Com­ 
mittee on Credentials had been occupied 
four hours exclusively on the Sacramento 
contest. 
The vote was very close—8 to 7, 
figures of significant mumorv. 
Mitchell 
reviewed the facts concerning the election 
of Sacramento delegates and the contest 
substantially as they had been submitted to 
tbe delegates previously by circulars. Ten 
o! the County Central Committee wanted 
to elect the Sacramento delegates; six 
wanted an election by primaries. The mi- 
jority were displeased with the action ot 
the majority, and called attention to the 
resolution adopted at the Stockton Conven­ 
tion and a resolution adopted by a County 
Convention, condemning the election of 
delegates by County Central Committees. 
The majority of the committee proceeded 
to appoint delegates, however. 
The reso­ 
lution of the Stockton Convention was to 
guide County Committees, and the majority 
of the Sacramento committee did wrong in 
disobeying it. It was the law of the party. 


TERRY TO TH E FORE. 
Judge Terry, of Stockton, stated the facts 
as he understood them. He sustained the 
’• Big Ten.” He said that tlte minority, 
which called the primary election, did not 
act in fairness, and did not intend to call 
out a fair expression of the Democracy of 
Sacramento count}". At the Convention 
eighteen precincts were represented and 
twenty-one were unrepresented. A list of 
those represented and those unrepresented 
was read. Twenty delegations were here 
which were appointed by County Commit­ 
tees. If the Sacramento delegates, elected 
by the County Committee, should be un­ 
seated, than there were about one hundred 
and twenty delegates who should walk out 
of the Convention, lie did not like the 
kind of primary which occurred in Sacra­ 
mento county. 
H E GETS MAD. 
Cries of “ Question ! question ! ques­ 
tion!” Terry: ” 1 had nearly finished. 
Now that you politely demand ‘question,’ 
[raising his voice] 1 will go on. You can’t 
howl me down. 1 don't come here to be 
bullied or insulted.” He then went on in 
peace, save some interruptions by questions 
from delegates on one side or the other. 
Cries now arose, “ Question ! question 1” 
Mr. Bowden, of Santa Clara, got the floor. 


PARTY LAW. 
He said there was only one law in the 
party, and that must be supreme toailserv- 
ants and agents of the party. 
Suppose 
they can disobey it, where will you stop? 
Who then constitutes the patty ? The law 
was made by the Stockton Convention 
that there must be primaries. The County 
Convention ordered primaries. But the 
committee in Sacramento went into a star- 
chamber session, and scouted the law. The 
Democratic party don't want any star 
chamber in its. [Great cheering.] 
He 
added : The interests of the Democratic 
party demand that it should get close to 
the people in all its methods, and kaye all 
things open and plain and aboveboard. 
Otherwise, the people won't approve the 
Democracy. [Cheers.] 
Goucher said Terry hail chatged that the 
Chairman of the Committee on Credentials 
came to the Convention by appointment of 
a County Committee, said that in some of 
the counties it was unfortunately true, but 
that the system was wrong. Tbe only 
question was whether a delegation repre­ 
senting 1,000 votes at a primary ora County 
Committee representing 700 votes, who had 
appointed a delegation, should be recog­ 
nized. [Applause.] 
Senator Clay W. Taylor said that he rose 
to defend the sovereign principle of De­ 
mocracy. 
Delegates must he elected by 
the people. What right had the County 
Committee to elect delegates to the State 
Convention when they could not elect dele­ 
gates to the County Convention ? 
Mr. 
Taylor spoke of the meeting “ when the 
majority of the County Committee for the 
first time decided, in their own breasts, that 
they, and not the sovereign people, were 
autocrats.” 
Mr. Taylor was interrupted 
by cries of "question.” 
He said that 
“ question” was out of order in a Demo­ 
cratic Convention ; Democrats would die if 
they could not talk. He asked if delegates 
sent here by the County Committee were 
not represented by proxies. 
There was no satisfactory response to this 
question. 
A Sacramento delegate here tried to 
speak, ss being interested, but the Conven 
tion declined to hear him, and cries for 
” Question, question,” filled the ball. 
Us:rom of Yuba made a speech in favor 
of the “ appointed ” delegates. He claimed 
that no one had denied the statements of 
Judge Terry. 
Gaffey of Los Angeles moved the previ 
ous question. Ordered. 
A vote by voice was taken, and the Chair 
declared the majority report rejected. A 
storm of shouts tor ” Roll, roll,” followed. 
A great tumult followed. 
J. M. Brooks in thunder tones moved a 
recess. [Laughed down.] 
Increasing cries for "R o il" were an­ 
swered by the Chair ordering the call of 
the roll. 
THE “ APPOINTED” BOUNCED. 
The result was as follows, aves being for 
the majority report (the appointed dele 
gates) and the nays for the minority re­ 
port (elected delegates);

L ur­ 
ing the roil call the Lallue or appointed 
delegates mostly retired quietly. The result 
of the vote was looked upon as the politi­ 
cal wreckage of II. M. LaRue who has 
been making a fight for Railroad Commis­ 
sioner. 
Delegates freely expressed the 
opinion that it was a flat rebuke to Central 
Committees lor usurping power and au­ 
thority. 
The full report of the Committee on Cre­ 
dentials, as amended by the minority re­ 
port, was unanimously adopted.

A majority of the delegates voting shall be 
necessary to make a nomination. 
Lieutenant-Governor Daggett moved to 
amend to make the selection of a State 
Central Committee follow the nomination 
of candidates. 
J. De Barth Siiorb seconded it. 
Burns of San Francisco said the commit­ 
tee was unanimous in its report. 
A delegate said that Mr. Daggett's mo­ 
tion was incendiary. 
Daggett replied that he had been a Dem­ 
ocrat for thirty years, and hail worked for 
the party all that time. In 1832, however, 
there were men on tbe State Central Com­ 
mittee who were not in sympathy with the 
candidates. It was said by a member of 
the State Central Committee then that “ the 
Grangers kavegot their candidates and now 
they must furnish the money.” Governor 
Stoneinan was then assessed $5,000 to carry 
on the campaign. ” Governor Stoneman 
knew this to be a fact, tor I was present 
when Governor Stoneman borrowed it. 
The Chairman of this Convention knew 
this.” 
Mr. Kinney of Los Angeles moved to 
amend to tnakc the choosing of the com­ 
mittee follow the nomination of Governor. 
Mr. Daggett thought that was not the 
remedy needed. 
Gregory of I’lacer, Brooks of Ventura, 
and Patton of Los Angeles argued the ques­ 
tion. 
Mr. Daggett's amendment was adopted. 
Ayes 237, noes 214. The report as amended 
was adopted. 
THE CHAIR SrE.AKS. 
The Chair then made a speech of thanks 
for tiis election as President of the Conven­ 
tion. In the course of his remarks, Mr. 
W hite said; 
“ I believe that you will speak to the peo­ 
ple of this State in Democratic tones, and 
that you will put up as your standard- 
bearer a man who will be able to lead the 
Democratic party to victory, and sucli a 
leadei and such a ticket presented as will 
be an honor to the party and a strength to 
it throughout the future.” lie assailed the 
Republican party and called it a monopoly 
party, while the Democracy he held to be 
consistent and bold in demanding control 
by tite Stateof all corporations in the State. 
The Convention, after ordering all reso­ 
lutions to the Committee on Platform, took 
a recess until 3 r. m. 
A fternoon S e s s io n . 
The Convention met at 3:15 p. >r. and 
proceeded to the nominations for Justices 
of the Supreme Court. 
Campbell of Sonoma nominated Jackson 
Temple of Sonotna for the short term. 
[Judge Teiuple expressed a desire to be 
named fur that term instead of for a long 
one.] 
• 
Nicoll of Tuolumne and Del Valle of Los 
Angeles seconded the nomination. The 
speeches were all warmly and eloquently 
eulogistic of Judge Temple. 
Judge Temple was nominated by accla­ 
mation antid loud applause. 
For long terms, Ihtprey of San Fran­ 
cisco, named J. F. Sullivan (Chris. Buck­ 
ley has fought Sullivan unrelentingly). 
Dennis Spencer seconded the nomination. 
Harris of San Bernardino named Byron 
Waters in a long and highly eulogistic 
speech, and Stephen M. White seconded it. 
Thontns Ford, of. Nevada, nominated Niles 
Searls. Goucher of Mariposa named John 
M. Corcoran, of Mariposa. A. H. Rose, of 
Colusa, named Judge .1. W. Armstrong, of 
Sacramento. J. XL Budd, of San Joa­ 
quin, seconded 
Corcoran’s nomination. 
Judge Goodwin, of Plumas, seconded the 
nomination of Searls. Mr. MoGatt nom­ 
inated Judge McKee (incumbent). 
The roll-call began. San Francisco knifed 
Sullivan. Sacramento went solid for Arm­ 
strong. San Francisco largely supported 
Armstrong. Changes were rapid to Sulli­ 
van, and soon he was so far ahead that his 
nomination was made unanimous. 
The vote otherwise stood : 
Waters 127, 
McKee 110, Armstrong 110, Searls 100, 
Corcoran 35. 
Necessary to a choice, 245. 
The Convention then adjourned until 10 
a. m. Thursday. 
Barclay Henley has sent a letter to the 
First Congressional District Convention 
withdrawing as a candidate. 
DISTRICT CONVENTIONS. 
In the Sixth District Congressional Con­ 
vention to-night. Joseph Lynch, editor of 
the Los Angeles Ilcrald, was nominated to 
Congress. 
Henry C. MePike. a lawyer, of Alameda, 
was nominated to Congress for the Third 
District, to contest ngainst Joseph McKenna. 
The First District Railroad Convention 
organized by electing Dr. Jeffreys, of Te­ 
hama, Chairman and K. C. Farnsworth, of 
Amador. Secretary, and it then adjourned 
to to-morrow. 
The Second Railroad District nominated 
P. J. White, of San Francisco, for Commis­ 
sioner, to succeed Commissioner Humph­ 
reys. He was formerly Sheriff of this city 
am] county, and is now an insurance agent. 
Gordon L. Schloss, of San Francisco, was 
nominated as a member of the Board of 
Equalization in the First District to succeed 
Charles Gildea. 


The Latest. 
San F rancisco. September 2d—1 a. m.— 
No forecast of to-morrow's Convention 
work can be intelligently made. Every­ 
thing is at sea and the sea is raging. Very 
few are willing to express an opinion upon 
candidates for any office. The principal 
exception to fliis statement is upon the 
nominee for Governor. The San Francisco 
delegates claim that Bartlett is in the lead, 
but this is doubtful. Berry's chances for a 
strong vote are certainly good, and Reddv 
claims new accessions. His friends, as well 
as himself, are working actively. There 
will be no nomination on the first ballot. 
Armstrong's friends are quite sanguine of 
his getting' the remaining nomination for 
Supreme Judge, and are doiug all possible 
to that end. The vote, however, shows 
quite an even division, and delegates from 
northern California are working like beavei s 
for Waters, and claim the office for their sec­ 
tion.

VfTHBREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
> V state cf California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
third; of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


S e c t io n 1. Ail property in tho State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under llie laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained os provided by law. 
Tbe word property, as used in this article anil 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, Ponds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and tilings, real, personal anil 
mixed, capable of private ownership; pro idol, 
that growing crops, properly used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines uud 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided farther, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ot this article: and, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of ships 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this State, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ail val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature muy also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona Gdc residents f this Stale. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this ¿date to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad properly, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
ov such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, a! twelve o’clock m eridian ou the 
first Monday in March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except iaiiroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, sta ll be assessed 
in the cottntv, chy, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district m which it is situated, iu the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, in this Slate, shall, ou or 
before the first dav of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half J>er cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, Rations and thetr 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital Hock, and upon the mort­ 
gages. deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed and taxed 
os other property is assessed and taxed 
The 
gross annual earuings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first dayof May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules aud regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within thiB 
State and partly without this stare, the gross an • 
nnal earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by tak in g : 


First- The gross earnings which, daring the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 


Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
same yeaT, have been earned partly w ithin this 
state and partly without this state, which shall 
tic ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Sta’cs or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the Dumber of 
miies of such railroad situated in litis State, and 
used ia m aking such earnings, beam t')**he 
whole number of mi'.es thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate tu n in g s thus ascertained 


shr.il be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the Slate, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads ror all pur|>03t s of assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly w ithin this State, 
ail railroads upended as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third ot the tax paid 
by corporations <>r persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of tne General I und of this 
State, and two thir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said rniiroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated iu the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated asacounty. Any corpo­ 
ration. association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons. unlawfully Tailing or refusing to pay the 
fax herein provided, when the sume shall be­ 
come due. orw i.h in thirty days thereafter, 'h a ll 
be deemed to have waived theirrig h t to operate 
tlieir railroads within This State. Tlte taxes 
herein provided for, together with such |>enaiues 
as the 1 egislatnre may impose for the non pay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore iu this section designated, and may 
be enforced iu sueh m anner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. AU railrosds, so far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at a special election 
held for th at purpose, the same "as other prop­ 
erty situated within tho district, anything in 
* ’ ie o rtlo ln f a t Kn aAti ■ wa m- 
(..til, .. .1: __ 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the- contrary notwithstanding. 


Sec. it. Income taxes m ay be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them , in such cases aud am ounts and in such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this State shall have power, by injunc­ 
tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, excer t upon a showing that tho 
same property has been taxed more than oneo 
for the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onl> upon paym ent to the Tax Collector, orinto 
Court, oi a sum equal to the am ount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property ir. question; 
provided, lliat in all cases actions may be IPHÍu- 
tained against the Tax Collect r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All shc-Ii actions 
must be commenced w itbiu thirtv days after 
such illegal taxes bRve been paid. It shall be 
tbe duty of tne fo u r’s in whieh such actions 
may tie brouzht, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of ail ether civil ac­ 
tions. and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature mav designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


Nothing In this am endm ent shall a Beet any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ceount of any Bucb assessment, tax, Interest or 
penalty; ami all laws in force at Ihc adop ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therew ith, 
shall remain in tull force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The lirst levy 
and payment of taxes against r,.i;road property 
hereunder, shall be made In the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shell be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment.

JUSTICE TRIUMPHANT, 


TIIE BLIND GODDESS SITS UPON 
A VILE W0MAN-BEATEK.

The case of Louis Verberan, charged 
with battery committed upon a woman 
known as Lilly Forrest, with whom he 
had been living in an L-street bagnio, was 
called in the Police Court yesterday. The 
defense having demanded a jury, a venire 
was issued on Monday, out of which the 
following-named citizens were chosen to 
try the case: Charles Young, Ben John­ 
son, S. S. Beede, E. D. Shirland, A. Scroggs. 
J. M. Henderson, S. Turner, John Stein, 
R. Weber, J. K. McKenna, J. Kearth and 
M. Stein. 
City Attorney Hart briefly stated to the 
jury wha; the prosecution expected to 
prove in justification of the charge against 
Verheyan. I. S. Brown appeared as as­ 
sistant counsel for the prosecution, and 
conducted the examination of the wit­ 
nesses. The prosecution was met at every 
step by an objection by Major Anderson, 
counsel for the prisoner, which objections 
were invariably overruled by’ the Court, 
and exceptions thereto taken by the de­ 
fense. 
TESTIMONY FOR THE TBOSECUTION. 
The first witness called was Lilly Forrest. 
The first step taken showed that the wit­ 
ness had been well-coached, and the sug­ 
gestion previously made in these columns 
—that she should not have been allowed to 
consult with outside parties pending the 
trial of the case—was shown to have had 
much force. As soon as the witness was 
asked her name, she replied pertly, and in 
a significantly confident manner, that it 
was Annie Verogan. The complaint hav­ 
ing been signed by Lilly’ Forrest, Major 
Anderson argued that there was a “ fatal 
variance” between that instrument and 
any testimony sought to be elicited from 
Lilly Forrest, lie objected to the witness 
stating—in answer to a question by the 
prosecution—by what name she is com­ 
monly known in Sacramento. The Court 
overriiled the objection. The witness testi­ 
fied substantially as follows, and almost 
every answer was drawn from her reluct­ 
antly. She testified that she resided at 322 
L street, and that Verheyan sometimes re­ 
sided there with her. He was present at 
the time she was injured, but did not beat 
her. She did not remember calling to any­ 
body not to kill her. There were four per­ 
sons present that night at a celebration in 
a neighbor’s house, and all were drunk. 
Could not tell how long the debauch 
lasted; it was after midnight. It was the 
birthday’ of French Louise, and the par­ 
ties were celebrating it by a supper. Wit­ 
ness got sick and went to her own house, 
and laid down oil a lounge in the parlor. 
She found cuts on her head the 
next morning, but did not 
know­ 
how she came by them. 
Defend­ 
ant remained at French Louise’s when 
witness went home. He came into witness’ 
house afterward and told her to get into 
bed. 
Witness refused, and defendant un­ 
dertook to force her into bed. In the scuffle 
that ensued defendant struck her on the 
baud. (The hand was badly cut.) No one 
else was present. She caught hold of him, 
and got up, and he pushed her down. 
Thought she must have fallen against 
something. 
She got up again and went 
after defendant, and he pushed her down 
again. There were three cuts on her head. 
Am friendly with him. 
Do not desire to 
prosecute the defendant. Shortly after a 
lady came in, and called defendant every­ 
thing she could think of. It was Spanish 
Josie. 
Had not been told to give her real 
name when called into Court. 
[Witness 
here partially described the wounds on her 
head, saying they did not amount to much.] 
Had not seen defendant since, except in 
the Court room. Admit having said that 
the injuries were caused by falling down 
stairs, but did so in order to keep out of 
trouble. There was no one else in the 
house that night except the old French­ 
man, Napoleon. Could not say whether I 
was hurt before going to bed or not. The 
next morning the bed was quite bloody. 
Did not see defendant that morning. Re­ 
member asking Napoleon that morning for 
a glass of wine. Do not remember of de­ 
fendant being on the bed at the time. De­ 
fendant did not have any weapon the night 
before. Do not remember of "there having 
been a strip of zinc in the room. First 
knew defendant in San Francisco, lie did 
not come to Sacramento with me. 
Cross-examined by Major Anderson— 
Verheyan did not strike me with any­ 
thing." He only struck me on the arm to 
make me let go of him. That is all I 
know about the case. 
Recess till half-past 1 o’clock. 
A fternoon Session. 
On the reassembling of the Court the 
first witness called was Josephine Machado. 
Witness knew both the complaining wit­ 
ness and the defendant. On the morning 
of August 24th she heard cries coming 
from Lilly Forrest’s house; she heard 
“ Louis, don't kill m e! Don't take my 
life!” The cries were loud, and came 
from the front room. Defendant called out 
and demanded to know what witness 
wanted. (Witness was on the outside, and 
had knocked on the door and called to 
Verheyan to stop beating the woman.) 
Heard the screams plainly: did not hear 
what Verheyan said to Lilly. 
Frank Cerbsiarg, alias “ Napoleon,” 
sworn. Witness testified that he lived at 
the house of Lilly Forrest; was sleeping 
there on the night of the difficulty, and 
heard her calling upon her father, mother 
and others, but did not see anything. De­ 
fendant and Lilly were quarreling in En­ 
glish and witness could not understand 
them. After some time was spent by them 
in gathering up towels, etc., about the 
room, witness was called to bring some 
water; found Verheyan in bed, apparently 
asleep : the woman was also in bed, and he 
gave Her the water. The woman showed 
witness her head and arm, on which there 
were wounds, and which seemed to have 
been washed; she complained of a severe 
pain in her arm ; she had on clean cloth­ 
ing. The next morning everybody saw 
the pillowcases, bed clothing, cloths, 
etc.. covered with blood. 
It looked 
like a slaughter-house. It was 6 or 
7 o’clock in the morning when witness got 
up, but did not go into the room until the 
policemen arrived several hours later. Did 
not see defendant leave the house. He 
talked to witness on the porch and said he 
and the woman had fought again the night 
before. Verheyan staid about the house, 
and a few minutes before the officers came 
told witness to say, if the police should 
come, that there was no one about. Wit­ 
ness was about his work, and defendant re­ 
mained in the front room. Does not know 
how defendant left the house. There was 
nobody else about the house except Ver­ 
heyan’ Liliv Forrest and the witness. The 
woman did not tell witness who inflicted 
the wound upon her head. 
On cross-examination witness said be 
was locked up as a witness. He denied 
that he was let out in consideration of his 
testifying against the defendant. His re­ 
lease was asked for by Lilly Forrest, who 
guaranteed that 1 e would be on hand 
when wanted to testify. 
Re-direct—Nobot y asked me to come 
here and testify to a falsehood. 
Jennie Dubois t?stified that she knew 
Verheyan ami Lilly Forrest. 
Heard the 
latter "call “ Police! police! Oh, Papa! 
Louis, don’t kill me," etc. Live next door 
to Lilly Forrest. Did not hear defendant 
say anvthing. 
City "Physician Parkinson, who attended 
the injured woman, testified to the nature 
of the wotmds found upon the person of 
Lilly Forrest, of which there were four on 
the head. The first penetrated to the skull, 
and the other three were of a similar char­ 
acter. On the right arm was a wound be­ 
low and near the elbow. There were vari­ 
ous wounds and bruises on both arms, also 
indications of severe hand-grasps. The 
wounds on ¡he head had the appearance of 
having been made with a blunt instrument. 
Cross-examined — It is not very likely 
that the head wounds were inflicted with­ 
out the aid of some instrument. 
Jenny Smith testified that she knew the 
defendant and Lilly Forrest by sight. On 
the morning of the 24th heard screams from 
the Forrest house. Heard some one say, 
•• Louis, don’t kill me! Y o u 're taking my 
life!” Was with Josephine on the outside 
of the building, where we had been at­ 
tracted by the screams. 
Thomas Consolation, who keeps a saloon 
on L street, near Third, testified that he 
knew both Verheyan and Lilly Forrest. 
As a special policeman he helped to arrest 
the defendant. [Witness related the par­ 
ticulars of the arrest, and how Verheyan 
tried to escape as soon as he was told that 
he was wanted.] Witness identified the 
blood-stained clothing taken by him from 
tfce bed. 
While the ensanguined linen was being 


I exhibited the prisoner became very restless 
and fidgetted nervously in his seat. 
Police officer Agner testitie 1 to the cir- 
j cumstances of the arrest, and the condition 
of the house when visited by himself 
and officer Rider, on the morning of 
the 24ili, the particulars of which 
have already been given. The officer 
_ stated that the woman fainted twice while 
j being taken from her bed to the carriage, as 
he supposed, from loss of blood. She was 
so weak that she could hardly assist in put­ 
ting on her clothes. 
Kitty Fisher identified a blood-stained 
dress as having belonged to Lilly Forrest. 
Witness lives near the latter’s house, and 
heard the screams coming therefrom on 
the morning in question. She called loudly 
for help, and said : “ I’m nearly dead now 1 
don’t beat any more, or you will kill me!” 
Heard the angry voice of a man at the 
i same time. Have seen the defendant com- 
j ing and going from Lilly Forrest’s. The 
j disturbance seemed to have lasted for an 
j hour or more. Some person knocked on 
, the door with a cane, and called to the man 
¡ doing the beating to stop. Saw Verheyan 
leave the place tire next day when the offi­ 
cers visited the house. 
Louisa Hancock knew Lilly Forrest and 
Verheyan, who lived next door to her. She 
testified to the parties being present at her 
house on the night of the difficulty, cele­ 
brating somebody's birthday. Some beer 
had been drank, but no one was very 
¡ drunk. About 2 o’clock in the morning 
she heard cries of “ Murder! Police!” etc., 
coming from Lilly Forrest’s house. When 
the police came to the latter place the next 
morning, Verheyan came into the witness’ 
house from the rear and passed out through 
the hallway, saying : “ The officers are in 
the house.” 
Officer Leavy was called to identify a 
shirt taken from the person of the prisoner 
shortly after his arrest. The latter had 
said that his clothes became stained with 
blood while carrying the woman up stairs. 
THE DEFENSE. 
The first witness for the defense was 
Louis Verheyan. The witness denied that 
he inflicted the wounds upon Lilly Forrest, 
or that he knew how she received them. 
He was drunk on the night in question. 
Have known the complaining witness 
nearly twelve years—in San Jose, San 
Francisco and Sacramento. She goes by 
the name of Lilly Forrest. 
THE CASE CLOSED. 
The case was here rested, and the defense 
held that when the prisoner was discharged 
on the complaint of assault to murder, the 
charge of battery was included, as the act 
complained of was one and the same. 
Major Anderson cited authorities in sup­ 
port of his argument that the former dis­ 
charge v.as a bar to the prisoner being 
placed in jeopardy for the present offense. 
Mr. Brown argued that the Police Court 
had no jurisdiction over the charge of as­ 
sault to murder, further than to examine 
the prisoner, and determine whether or not 
there was sufficient ground on which to 
hold him for trial in a higher Court. 
He 
cited the I’enai Code, to show that a pris­ 
oner cannot be placed in jeopardy until a 
verdict had been rendered. 
In this in­ 
stance, the Court saw tit to set aside the 
examination for assault to murder, but de­ 
termined upon trying the prisoner on a 
charge clearly within its jurisdiction. 
The Court overruled the plea of the de 
fense, to which exception was taken. 
Subsequently the prosecution withdrew 
its objection, and the ruling of the Court 
was rescinded. 
Police Court Clerk Baker was then placed 
upon the stand to prove the proceedings 
had in the contemplated examination on 
the charge of assault to murder. 
The prosecution then held that the record 
showed there had been no trial on the 
charge for assault to murder, and objected 
to its introduction as evidence, which mat­ 
ter was left to be settled in the Court's in­ 
structions to the jury. 
A VERDICT OF GUILTY. 
The case was argued by counsel and sub­ 
mitted to the jury shortly before 5 o’clock, 
who soon afterward brought in a verdict of 
“ Guilty.”

Tiie Washington Monument. 
"Washington, September 1st.—Mr. Green, 
Colonel Casey's assls ant. in charge of the 
Washington Monument, has been making 
scientific observations of the structure, or 
in technical phrase, " leveling” it, to-day, 
with a view to noting any change of posi­ 
tion. This procedure is undertaken on the 
first day of every month, bat that of to-day 
has attracted more than usual attention, be­ 
cause of a desire to know whether the 
carthouakc- affected the structure. The ob­ 
servation proves that the shaking bad not 
the slightest effect upon the monument. 
I’rof. W. J. McGee, of the Geological Sur­ 
vey, leaves to-night for Charleston, S. C'.,to 
make a scientific study of the effects of the 
earthquake, at what now appears to have 
been the center of the disturbance. 
C ircu lar from th e D om inion G overnm ent. 
New Youk, September 1st.—A Montreal 
special savs: A circular was received from 
Ottawa yesterday by theCustomsauthorities 
at tbi3 port in reference to the coasting 
trade between the United States and Can­ 
ada. and which, if enforced, will put a stop 
to American vessels not properly registered 
carrying 
cargoes 
between 
Canadian 
ports. 
Tliis circular is to the effect that, 
owing to numerous seizures recently made 
bv officers of the Special Agents’ Branch, 
it is believed that great laxity exists on the 
part of Collectors and other officers in con­ 
nection with the traffic carried on by small 
boats between Canadian and foreign ports. 
Greater vigilance in enforcing the laws is 
insisted 01Í, and special attention is called 
to the fact that it is unlawful to import 
goods from any place out of Canada in any 
vessel not duly registered, and with a cer­ 
tificate of registry on board. 
Only British 
vessels, or those belonging to foreign pow­ 
ers who are in treaty with Great Britain 
the circular further states, can compete in 
the coast trade of Canada, anil in future 
vessels from the United States, there being 
no treaty now with that country, must not 
be allowed to go from one Canadian port to 
another for cargoes.

against ! lie Christians and are massacring 
them. This active persecution is attributed 
to the imprudence of the English and 
American missionaries.

In Sechuen a general massacre of Chris­ 
tians is reported to be in progress, and they 
are killed wherever found. 
It is said that 
whole villages occupied by Christians have 
been destroyed, and that all lands occupied 
by professors of that faith are being devas­ 
tated. The Apostolic Vicar's residence in 
Sechuen lias been burred to the ground. 
Not a piece of furniture, nor a book, nor a 
papier has been saved. Foreign Consuls 
barely escaped from Sechuen with their 
lives. No efforts have been made, up to 
the latest reports, to quell the disorder, and 
so far us known it continues unsuppressed.

T a c o m a , September 1st.—Prohibitionists 
of Tacoma,

seventy-five, met last evening at A*. M. C. 
A. H olland formed a Haddock Prohibition 
Club. 
Constitution 
and 
by-laws were 
adopted. The intention is expressed to 
nominate a full county ticket and combine 
with some of the other parties on the Ter­ 
ritorial ticket, by indorsing the candidates. 
The movement is likely to be followed in 
other counties. Twenty members signed 
the roll. The m ovem ent cannot he con­ 
sidered as a factor of any importance in 
this campaign. 


A D em ocratic Journal on the M em ber 
from M exico. 
The San Francisco Alta of yesterday con­ 
tained the following editorial: 
The Democratic Convention is full of ex­ 
cellent material. The delegations that have 
come in from the country are representa­ 
tive of the property, enterprise and intelli­ 
gence of the State. They are good men, to 
whom the chicanery and tricks of politics 
are unknown, and who are interested in 
good government and believe their party 
to bo its safest and surest vehicle. These 
reasonable men see no cause for divisions 
in tiie party. They are not in sympathy 
with any effort to use it for personal pur­ 
poses, and they are too level-headed to re­ 
spond to the screech of the demagogue and 
the squall of the crank. If they were lefr. 
alone to guide its destinies the party would 
always succeed, for they are honest and 
without guile. When the Convention was 
called to order they, found themselves in 
line with Senator Taylor’s splendid speech 
putting Judge Curtis in nomination for the 
Chairmanship, because it was an appeal for 
good feliowship and harmony, and why 
should there he anvthing else in a Demo­ 
cratic Covention'.’ They were ready to vote 
and go on with the business of the Conven­ 
tion, but Mr. Henley, of Santa Rosa, was 
disquieted hy the" signs of good feeling. 
Mr. Henley is happy only when he is un­ 
happy. His unfortunate appearance in poli­ 
tics having lost his coumy to the party, 
having been laidas a naked political found­ 
ling on the doorstecp of the Colusa Democ­ 
racy, and in his last candidacy saved by 
strangers when outcast in his own home, 
himself a victim ot the evil spirit of conten- 
tation generated in his uncontrollable spites 
—Mr. llenley could not permit the party to 
he peaceable, to be harmonious, to he suc­ 
cessful, and so he took the floor to disturb 
the peace. A judicious distribution of the 
tickets had excluded the country from the 
galleries and the lobbies, anil they were 
tilled with a claque which hailed his ap­ 
pearance. Up to the time that Mr. t:en- 
ley's unfortunate gal! entered the contest it 
luid been between two gentlemen whose 
friends had a riiriit to support them ; but 
lie announced that it was a fight between 
two factions; that his candidate repre­ 
sented the “ true Democracy,” the other the 
counterfeit. So through a bitter speech 
Mr. Henley tried to make his unfortunate 
mouth the grave of the party, crowding his 
own political corpse, which is in advanced 
maceration, in the same sepulchre. The 
answer to his description of the supporters 
of the two candidates for the Chairmanship 
came promptly back from the country, 
where those whom he denounced as the 
untrue Democracy, supporting a nomina­ 
tion inspired by the railroad company, gave 
to his candidate 143 votes to 212 forjudge 
Curtis. 
His own Congressional District, 
whose delegates sat around him, gave liis 
candidate 22 votes and 69 to the man lie 
maligned. The answer was prompt as the 
insult had been virulent, and its impact 
will long leave a bruise upon the cheek of 
the person from Sonoma. 
Then followed a scene that will not soon 
be forgotten, when Judge Curtis rose, and 
one by one traversed the gross imputations 
that had been cast upon him, his friends, 
his party, and liis candidacy. 
Denying 
that liis candidacy was inspired or sup­ 
ported by the railroad, he said that during 
a long law practice he had had no case and 
taken no fee from the railroad, nor touched 
nor tried to get its money in any other 
way. Then silence fell on the Convention, 
for'scores of the quiet country people knew 
the meaning of Judge Curtis' words, for 
they had read this record of one of Mr. 
Henley’s lawsuits, which we give verbatim 
to explain to others an incident in that 
gentleman’s career which docs not appear 
in his official biography:

of Bauta Rosa, Sonoma county, State of Califor­ 
nia.Second—That the deiendant is now, and at 
the times hereinafter mentioned was, a Corpora­ 
tion organized and constituted under the laws 
of the State of California. 
Third—That defeudaut is indebted to the 
plaintiffs upon an account in the sum of ;2,U0u 
tor professional services as attorneys of defend­ 
ant, rendered by plaintiff's at defendant's special 
instance and request, between the 10th day of 
April, A. 1). 1870, and the loth day of September 
of the same year, in the matter of procuring 
the Board of Suiiervisors of Sonoma county to 
convene and assemble officially at various 
times, and making application to said Board, 
on behalf of defendant, to order an election 
submitting to the people of said county the 
question of voting a donation of county bonds 
to aid in the construction of a railroad in said 
county: drawing petitions to and contracts 
with said Board and engrossing the same ; ap­ 
pearing upon 
various occasions before said 
Board and addressing it iu advocacy of the ad 
visability of ordering said election : examining 
s atutes "and laws aud giving advice thereon, 
and general diligence and attendance in and 
about said business and mutters connected 
therewith, all of which was done at the special 
instance and request of defendant and upon de­ 
fendant's retainer, and is reasonably worth the 
sum of §2.wo, and that no part thereof has ever 
1 een paid. 
Fouith—And for anrilier cause of action 
plaintiff alleges that, between the 10th day of 
April. A. 4>. Is70, and the 10th day of September 
of the same year, plaintiffs got up various pub­ 
lic meetings of the citizens of Sonoma county 
at different imints in said county, and addressed 
the same in advocacy ot the said proposition to 
donate county bonds to aid iu the construction 
of a railway iu Sonoma counly; prepared for 
publication and circulated various documeuts 
and circulars approving said proposition: made 
various journeys and trips through .Sonoma 
county, and to and from Ban F rAncisco and 
Santa Rosa, and also to the city of Vallejo, iu 
connection with anil upon said business and in 
advocating said proposition to douate bonds.

" It is better to leave that field opeu to the 
patriotic spirits who feel that they arc amply 
compensated by the plaudits ot an intelligent 
and appreciative audience. 
“ I am compelled to limit the finding to nom­ 
inal damages—judgment for our nut." 
All this passed through the minds of the 
quiet people from the country, who had 
just refused to support the contention of 
the man that joined the mongrel gang of 
the usurping Emperor of Mexico, who in 
defiance 
of 
our 
Democratic 
Monroe 
doctrine had set the foot of despotism on 
the necks of a free people, and through the 
the Convention went the conviction that 
safe counsel should not be sought of the 
man who adjured his birthright in this re­ 
public to transfer his allegiance to an em­ 
pire founded by Frencli cannon, and to 
tnanv patriots there came a recollection of 
brave Juarez, fugitive, naked and starving 
in the mountains of Mexico, a price set on 
liis head because lie ioved his country, 
while Henley kissed the fingers of an 
Austrian Prince and strutted among court­ 
iers in the shelter of an army of foreign 
mercenaries who were murdering the sons 
of republican Mexico.
